JESTER UNDER FIRE 
IN LEGISLATURE FOR 
"NO NEW TAX" STAND 


REPRESENTATIVE SAYS 
PEOPLE'S "MANDATE" 
GOVERNOR'S POLICY 


AUSTIN, April 24.— (A1)— For the 
second time in two days, Gov. Beau-

ford H. Jester was criticized by leg- 
islators for his stand on new taxes 
when Rep. Jim Wright of Weather- 
ford took to the microphone In the 
house today In a personal privilege 
speech.

"Governor Jester does not have 
a mandate from the people to pro- 
tect the visted interests from a tax 
on natural resources," the young 
red-haired representative told the 
house. There were ' handclasps and 
cheers for this statement. 
Wright sharply 
criticized Jes- 
ter's statement yesterday that the 
legislature would have to reduce 
or omit proposed appropriations in 
order "to follow the mandate of 
the people that there shall be no 
new taxes." 


Second Criticism Voiced 
Late yesterday Rep. Frank Ol- 
torf of Marlin hade made the same 
criticism. 


"Governor Jester should stop this 
inane talk about cutting down ap- 
propriation so we won't have to 
pasa a tax bill," Wright said. "It's 
too late for that." 


He declared that the state would 
need $28,000,000 more money to car- 
ry out the governor's earlier recom- 
mendations plus paying for 
the 


the $55 per capita and $2,000 mini- 
mum salary laws 
for 
teachers, 
which the governor permitted to 
become law without his signature.

But I would like to use 
the United Nations, so It would not 
seem so utterly damn Imperialis- 
tic." 


Wallace's tour of Europe Is near- 
ly finished. He scheduled a busy 
round o'f conferences today with 
political groups, and tonight vas 
to make a major speech on France 
at the Sorbonne.

GARDEN CLUBS OF TEXAS RECEIVE! VETERANS IN PHONE 
INFORMATION FROM A. & M. ON 
INSECT CONTROL FOR PLANTS 


Reojnt letters from Paul Gregg, 


Entomologist, and A. A. Dunlap. 
head of the Department of Plant 
Physiology and Pathology at A. and 
M. College to 
gardens 
club

Texas have carried valuable Infor 
matlon on insect control in the 
flower garden and on ornamental 
shrub? and on new fungicides for 
the homo pardon. Included in let- 
ters received by the Better Gardens 
Club of Corslcana have been the 
helpful hints which are passed on 
to garden club members of the 
city. 


In his discussion of insect con- 


trol for flower gardens and orna- 
mental shrubs, Paul Gregg wrote. 


"When the first warm days com* 


in spring, wintering insects become 
active. Almost all plants are sub- 
ject to Insect attack and especially 
many of our ornamentals, shrubbery 
an,d flowar plants. One of the first 
insect pests that we find around 
the house where evergreens are 
growing ia green or metallic blue 
flies. These flies are attracted to 
the evergreens by honey dnw which 
Is secreted by plant lice or ahpids. 
Even though the flies do not cause 
any damage to the plants, no one 
likes to have them around. Thor- 
oughly dusting or spraying 
the 


evergr-icns with 3 percent nicotine 
sulfate 
< Black-leaf 
40) twice 
at 


seven days Intervals will destroy 
the plant lice. 
By controlling the 


lice and taking the food away from 
the files, this trouble disappears. 
Spraying or dusting- the evergreens 
with DDT will control the flies, but 
not ttiR plant lice. 
By using Sul- 


phur with the DDT the red spider 
will also be controlled. Red spiders 
are 
tiny, 
microscopic, 
whitish- 


green, o- red, that feed 
on 
thu 


evergreen leaves and twigs and 
cause them to turn yellow and die. 
Arborvitae and junipers are badly 
damagfid In dry warm weather. 


"Whi*.e flies are tiny milky white 


files that feed on waxy leaf plants 
and privet hedges. The Immatura 
flies are tiny yellow scale-like in- 
sects that are fastened on the un- 
derside o' the leaf. 
Even though 


this nest usually docs not kill the 
plant, they cause the plant to have 
a sooty or black appearance on the 
leaves. 
Early treatments in tho 


spring will- 3 percent to 5 percent 
DDT to control snals, sow bugs, 
vals usually gives good control of 
the fli»s. 


"Aft'.r flower beds are prepared 


it would be well to dust the soil 
lightly with 3 percent to B percent 
DDT to control snails, sow bugs, 
ants and other insects that live in 
or on the sell. 


"With the exception of controll- 


ing plant lice or aphids, DDT In 
the best all-around Insecticide that 
can be used on ornamental shrubs 
and flowers. S percent to 5 percent 
DDT dust is very effective, or 
spraying with one pound of 50 per- 
cent DDT wettable powders to fif- 
ty gallons of water is also effec- 
tive. 


In a letter on n«w fungacldei for 


the home garden, Mr. Dunlap made 
the following augegstltons: 


"Scientific research is 
continu- 


ously Improving our methods of 
combating plant diseases. Progress 
along this line IB shown by the new 
funglcHal chemicals that are lot- 
being discovered, tested, and plac- 
ed on the market each year. In 
most cases, these new compounds 
are more effective In preventing 
plant diseases than the old materi- 
als. 
Some of them fill certain, 


specific needs. Also, 
they 
are 


usually more convenient for the 
home gardener to use. 


"For example, in addition to the 


well-known seed-treatment materi- 
als for vegetable and flower seeds,
